HISTORY OF EARLY DRAMATIC 
REPRESENTATIONS 

Dramatic representations in this coun- 
try have been said to owe their origin to 
the Pilgrims from the Holy Land or other 
sacred places, for the double purpose of 
instructing the people and securing sym- 
pathy for themselves. ‘They said or sung 
through the principal streets of large 
towns, long accounts of their journeyings. 
Their devoted characters. their pictur- 
esque and flowing dresses, the solemn 
subjects of which they treated and the 
troops of them which itinerated together, 
naturally drew the attention of our fore- 
fathers, simple artisans, and husbandmen. 
In process of time a stage was erected for 
greater convenience and ata_ still later 
period the place of the Pilgrim was sup- 
plied by the ordinary clergy. In that 
case the subject was necessarily of a 
scriptural character throughout, as many 
of the performers had never seen the world 
much beyond the precincts of their own 
parishes. Ata still later period when the 
characters introduced became numerous, 
the assistance of lay actors were procured, 
as in the play of Howleglas, quoted by 
Bishop Percy. Ata period stil] subse- 
quent the clergy wrote the plays and 
superintended the performances, but the 
actors were exclusively laymen. This 
was the case, for example with the “ Mys- 
tery ” performed at Chester. The terms 








miracle, mystery, and morality, are (like 
the words tragedy and comedy) used 
somewhat vaguely, but the distinction 
appears to be the following. The miracle 
plays represented impossible things or 
events which cannot be accomplished by 
human means, viz., the Creation of the 
World, the descent of Angels, the rod 
being turned intoa serpent. When these 
subjects became almost exclusively applied 
to the story of man’s redemption they 
were called mysteries, from their evident 
connection with what are called the 
‘ mysteries of our religion,’ The ‘moral’ 
plays differed from these by introducing 
personifications of abstract ideas instead of 
real characters. Even good works were 
represented as were beauty, strength, dis- 
cretion, and the five senses. The arch 
enemy was sure to figure prominently, 
and it was the business of vice to beat him 
a great deal during the performance. 


METROPOLITAN THEATRES. 

Drury Lang.—This house has been 
crowded during the whole of the past 
week, a circumstance we would ascribe to 
the inimitable acting of Mr. Charles 
Mathews and Mrs, F. Mathews, whose 
inimitable acting inthe comedy, entitled 
Married for Money, is of the most 
pleasing and chaste character; the audi- 
ences consists of the elite in town, and 
reminds us of old Drury in its bright 
palmy days. SapLer’s WeLLs.—The 
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historical play that has been announced 
since the commencement of the season is 
entitled Hamilton of Bothwellhaugh, 
and the prineipal characters will be sus- 
tained by Mr. Phelps and Miss M Eburne. 
The attraction of Zhe Tempest is not in 
the least diminished, the attendance 
having continued unprecedentedly large 
for this period of the year, HAYMARKET. 
— At the end of this week anentire change 
will take place in the performance at this 
theatre, on account of the provincial en- 
gagements of Mr. Buckstone, who will 
take with him the Spanish Dancers. 
Otymric. —The opening of this favourste 
theatre was signalized by the presence of 
an audience that filled every available nook, 
and the brilliant appearance of the 
numerous assemblage was heightened by 
the aspect of the house, which has been 
thoroughly redecorated in the arabesque 
style. The School for Scandal, cast as 
when it wasrevived on the occasion of 
Mr. Wigan's benefit last season, created 
as much delight as if it had been played 
before, After the National Anthem had 
been sung, in compliance with ancient 
usage, the curtain rose for a farce, entitled 
Catching a Me:maid. This piece gives 
Mr. Robson an opportunity of singing his 
favourite song of “The Country Fair,” 
in which he is as inimitable as ever, but 
for every other purpose itis utterly worth- 
less. We cannot regard the production 
of such a piece as anything but a grevious 
mistake on the part of the management, 
and we marvel much that such a part as 
Titus Toffins was accepted by an artist 
holding the position of Mr. Robson. 


STANDARD.—Mr. J. Anderson who is 

a great favourite here has been playing a 
round of his principal characters, amongst 
which is that of Jngomar, a part which 
no other actor is seen to so much advan- 
tage. Mrs. R. Honner makes a most 
interesting Parthenia: her mild, affable, 
and winning smile, added to which her 
gentle and ladylike deportment gives to 
the character all the author desires ; as to 
the acting of the character it is above all 
raise; it may be considered perfect ; the 
ouse is crammed nightly. A young gen- 








tleman the name of Cooper has been giving 
Imitations of London Actors, with im- 
mense success ; these of Phe'ps, Anderson, 
Brooke, Marston, Keeley, Robson, Buck- 
stone and Wright were most extraordinary 
as to the voice, style, and resemblance. 


STRAND THEATRE.—We took the op- 
portunity last week of visiting this popular

a favourite, and was as often selected for a

AMATHUR THEATRICALS 

Newineton Hart. — Amateurs in 
general will not take advice from those 
who have had experience, and who are 
capable of giving it them. Every aspirant 
must be either Othello, Hamlet, or the 
most difficult character that Shakspeare 
has drawn. On Friday Wr. Leo Cuoper 
played Othello; to say that he has not 
merit would not be speaking the truth, 
and to say that he has not faults would be 
deceiving him; he requires practice, his 
gait upon the stage is neither graceful, 
easy, nor dignified, and in all his sentences 
he leayes off abruptly ; his elocution is at 
all times faulty, this is oo é¢ommon 
amongst amateurs; his voice is full mellow 
and round and of a most agreeable quality. 
If he studies hard he will play the 
character far above mediocrity. Iago 
would give us a long task if we pointed 
out his defects; Mr. Kent is not suited to 
play such heavy characters. Mr. Brown 
as Brabantio was very good, but he did 
not make the character old enough, Mr. 
Preece should get tipsey, and look at him- 
self in the glass before he attempts the 
drunken scene as Cassio again, in other 
respects he played the character very well. 
Miss Forrest as Desdemona in all the 
light portions of the character was very 
clever, but she does not belong to the 
pathetic school, ‘The Emilia of Miss 
Craigan stood out in bold relief, and.to say 
the least of it was & most admirable delin- 
eation of the character.
